most insurmountable difficulty—to the 
layman who would accurately inform 
himself of the methods of animal train- 
ing there is opposed a bulwark of con- 
cealment grim and silent as the great 
wall of China," writes W. Rainton 
Clarke in the Manchester Chronicle. 


'The glib assurance that 'it is all 


done by kindness' has become a by- 
word. *No true lover of an animal be- 
ieves it, nor could any reasoning crea- 
ture, lacking that particular affection, 
f he will carefully examine such facts 
as are obvious. 


'Granted there are animals of ex- 


treme 
intelligence 
and durability. 


Granted there are men and women of 
extraordinary influence over birds and 
beasts. 
The best these twain can 


achieve In combination does not pro- 
duce an effective stage show, nor .can 
one-hundredth part of .the 'entertain- 
ment' provided by the trainer be 
ascribed to his abnormal ability or to 
the? especially acute intelligence of his 
pupil. 
It is more probably the tri- 


umph of a brute over a brute by pa- 
tient and persistent cruelty. 


"The public judges.by what it sees 


on the stage and remarks in admira- 
tion and approval that there was 'no 
sign of a whip.'

men. I own a particularly ferocious 
looking bulldog who goes crazy with 
delight at the sight of a whip. It has 
been his pet toy for years and means 
the beginning of a romp. On the other 
band, a movement of the trainer's fin- 
ger almost imperceptible to the audl- 
dence may suggest, to the powerful 
imagination of the animal fiendish tor- 
ture. .

When the Earth Quakes. 


Some iil-.i of the stupendous power 


of tho subterranean forces exerted by | 
earthquakes is shown by the changes 
effected by them in geography. Moun- 
tains have been obliterated or new ones 
formed, islands have been made or do- j 
stroyed, and whole stretches of coast 
line wiped out. For instance, in Sep- 
tember, 1750, on the lofty tableland 
about luO miles southwest of the City 
of Mexico, a piece of land four square 
miles ill area was suddenly raised 050 
feet, and numerous cones appeared, 
one of them, the volcano of Jorullo, 
being nearly 1,700 feet high. .Tava in 
1772 suffered in the opposite way, for a 
tract of country fifteen miles long by 
six miles broad was swallowed up en- 
tirely, a mountain of 9,000 feet being 
reduced to 5,000 feet only in the 
process.

LATTER UNABLE TO SERVE 


Men Named by Court to Inquire Into 


Mental Condition of Harry Thaw 
Meet and Perfect an Organization. 
Open Sessions to Be Held — Jury 
Excused Until Monday. 


New York, March 28.—When the 


members of the lunacy commission 
named by Justice Fitzgerald to in- 
quire into Harry Thaw's present state 
of mind had been sworn in, there came 
the sudden announcement that former 
Supreme Court Justice Morgan J. 
O'Brien, the chairman of the commis- 
sion, had resigned. In a letter to Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald Judge O'Brien stated 
that upon reflection he was forced, be- 
cause of the condition of his health 
and professional engagements pre- 
viously entered into, to decline to 
serve as a member of the lunacy com- 
mission. 


Judge Fitzgerald immediately made 


a new order appointing David Mc- 
Clure, a well-known attorney of this 
city and a member of former Police 
Commissioner McAdoo's advisory com- 
mittee of citizens, to fill the vacancy. 
Mr. McClure met the other members 
of the commission, and was selected 
as chairman. He announced that the 
first session of the commission would 
be held Thursday afternoon at 2 
o'clock in the courtroom where the 
trial has been in progress. The com- 
mission's inquiry in general will be an 
open one, although there will be ex- 
ecutive sessions from time to time. 


Justice Fitzgerald in discharging the 


Jury until next Monday warned them 
to be careful not to discus- the case 
in any way or to read any newspaper 
accounts of what is taking place. It 
was said that in directing the jury to 
report next Monday Justice Fitzgerald 
did not wholly expect that the com- 
mission will be ready to render an 
opinion by that time. If the commis- 
sion's inquiry is prolonged, the jury 
will be called into court every few 
days in order that It may be kept in- 
tact for a resuiii|iiioii of Uie trinl 
should Thaw be declared sane at the 
present time.
